Security leak in Congress? 


By Jerome Turk and Edward Walsh 3 


WATERTOWN, MASS., Dec. 10, 1774-On the 
move since its formation at Salem in October, 
the Provincial Congress of Massachusetts 
adjourned here today for the last time-game to 
fight, but only if British Gen. Thomas Gage 
comes out of Boston on the attack. 

Intimidated away from Cambridge three 
days ago by the booming salute cannon of a 
large British fleet in Boston Harbor, the 
Provincial Congress is going ahead with plans 
to raise an army of 12,000 and to call on other 
New England colonies for 20,000 more. 

The Congress has authorized collection of 
pork, flour, rice, spades, shovels, mess-bowls, 
fuses, cannon and ball at Worcester and 
Concord. Its acts are sure to be declared 
treasonable in London. 

And now, as the Provincial Congress 
adjourns, it leaves most of the responsibility in 
the hands of its powerful Committee of Safety, 
chaired by John Hancock but in reality directed 
by a 33-year-old Boston physician. He is Dr. 
Joseph Warren. Among his agents and couriers 
are another physician, the witty Dr. Benjamin 
Church and the staunch silversmith, Paul 
Revere. 

There is one problem that could ruin patriot 
plans. The secrecy-shrouded Committee of 
Safety may have a security leak. Dr. Warren is 
desperately trying to find it, Although Boston is 
sealed off, Gage always seems to know of 
Committee activities. 

“We'll not use our. positions as correspon- 
dents to find your spy for you," my colleague 
Turk insisted during à brief interview with Dr. 
Warren yesterday afternoon. 

"I've never asked anyone to jeopardize his 
integrity," answered the handsome, broad- 
shouldered, blond-haired doctor, who was the 


author of the famed Suffolk Resolves. "All I'm · 


asking is that you carry a warning message to 
Revere in Boston. That is, if you still plan to 
interview General Gage. I don't think you can 
get into the city without our help.” 

Don't be so self-righteous,” I said to Turk. 
''You and your confounded integrity! We're 
both sympathetic to the patriot cause and you 
know it; yet we've never lifted a finger to help. 
A lot of good men may soon die for the cause. If 
you won't carry the message, I'll do it alone.” 

“No, you won't,” Turk replied. “‘I'll go, too.”
